Relief for loved-ones as controversial move on hold

Relatives of people at Tolworth 
Hospital suffering with 
Alzheimer’s have won a reprieve, 
after they threatened a sit-in to 
block any attempts by the NHS to 
move their loved ones. 

The news came after it was re¬ 
vealed this week that deadly legion¬ 
naires’ disease had been found in a 
pipe at Springfield Hospital in Toot¬ 
ing. 

For safety reasons, medical bosses 
were forced to move elderly patients 
to Tolworth. 

South West London and St George’s 
Mental Health NHS Trust (SWLSG) 
confirmed Crocus ward at Spring- 
field had been closed in 
December for six months of refur¬ 
bishment, and patients were moved 
to Tolworth Hospital. 

The trust had hoped to keep these 
patients with their nursing and med¬ 
ical teams, but to do so required mov¬ 
ing patients from one floor of 
Tolworth Hospital. 

Former IT consultant Bob Brown, 
50, of Ham, said he would physically 
resist any attempt to move his wife 
Marie, 56, from her Tolworth ward to 
make more room. 

She was admitted to the hospital 
just before Christmas and he feared 
any more disorientation would have 
a serious affect on her wellbeing. 

Mr Brown received a letter on Sat¬ 
urday from Carol Mulligan, manager 
for older people, telling him about the 
move and thanking him for his un¬ 
derstanding. 

But Mr Brown was furious no one

had explained to him why his wife 
and others needed to be shifted from 
their ward to another on a different 
floor, to accommodate the influx of 
patients. 

He said: “They will have to call the 
police and they can do whatever they 
do. We are talking about my wife 
apart from the other people, who I 
feel for as well. 

“The people we are talking about 
are older people that are very disori¬ 
entated even before they are looking 
at the prospect of being moved.” 


Hours after being contacted by the 
Kingston Guardian, a spokesman for 
the trust confirmed the decision to 
move Tolworth patients had been 
postponed. 

An SWLSG spokesman said: “As 
this has caused some relatives and 
carers distress, we will put the move 
on hold until we have a chance to 
meet the relatives and hear their con¬ 
cerns.”

legionnaires’ disease in 2002. 

Health and Safety Executive inspec¬ 
tors found widespread legionella bac¬ 
teria in the hot water system at 
Basildon Hospital due to poor up¬ 
keep. 

On hearing about the stand-down, 
Mr Brown said: “Initially I’m 
pleased that more thought is being 
put into it but I would have to re¬ 
serve any definite thoughts until 
after.”

Water company is 
told to pay £125k

Thames Water has been fined 
£125,000 at Croydon Crown 
Court for causing the death of 
two tonnes of fish in the River 
Wandle. 

The dead animals had to be 
sifted from the river after the 
company spilled industrial- 
strength bleach into the water¬ 
way 

The water supplier faced a 
severe fine after pleading 
guilty to inadvertently releas¬ 
ing 1,600 litres of sodium 
hypochlorite into the river in 
September 2007. 

A Thames Water lawyer was 
unable to convince magis¬ 
trates to impose their maxi¬ 
mum penalty of £20,000 in 
December and the case was 
taken to the crown court for 
sentencing. 

In addition to the hefty fine, 
the company was ordered to 
pay £21,335 in clean-up and in¬ 
vestigation costs. 

A mechanical fault at Bed¬ 
dington Sewage Works al¬ 
lowed the chemical, similar to 
that used in swimming pools, 
to flow into the Wandle. 

But the court heard that em¬ 
ployees, who were cleaning the 
sewage works at the time, did 
not think it serious enough to 
alert the Environment Agency 


Several miles of the river 
had turned white within 
hours. Dead fish were seen 
floating in the river, with eels 
bleeding from the gills. 

Since the incident, Thames 
Water has pledged £500,000 to 
the Wandle Trust and river 
restoration. 

In sentencing Thames Water, 
the court took into account the 
company’s early guilty plea 
and its work on the River Wan¬ 
dle since the incident. 

David Owens, chief execu¬ 
tive of Thames Water, said: 


“We take full responsibility for 
this deeply upsetting incident, 
which resulted in serious envi¬ 
ronmental damage to the 
River Wandle, including the 
deaths of large numbers of 
fish. 

“Immediately after the event 
we apologised unreservedly to 
the local community and 
backed that up by committing 
£500,000 to restore and im¬ 
prove the river over five 
years.”

Plans to turn Kingston’s historic 
All Saints Church into a thriving 
community hub were shown off 
on Tuesday night.

The university also warned 
that other institutions may 
have even bigger problems. 

Last year the university re¬ 
ported a 6.4 per cent non-com¬ 
pletion rate, but an audit of 180 
of the university’s 21,300 stu¬ 
dents revealed a higher figure 
of 8.6 per cent. 

According to documents ob¬ 
tained under the Freedom of 
Information Act, a later exami¬ 
nation of 9,000 student records 
revealed that the true rate 
could be high as 14.5 per cent.

Kingston has been under-re¬ 
porting non-completions, or 
rather reporting them on the 
wrong basis.

In 2008/09, the university re¬ 
ceived a £67.5m grant from the 
Higher Education Funding 
Council for England (HEFCE), 
partly based on student num¬ 
bers. 

But Professor Scott warned 
the university board of gover¬ 
nors in September that the 


HEFCE may recover £587,000 
of funding from 2007/08, and 
£518,000 from 2008/09, as a re¬ 
sult of the higher non-comple¬ 
tion rate. 

A pre-Christmas meeting be¬ 
tween Professor Scott and Pro¬ 
fessor David Eastwood, chief 
executive of HEFCE, agreed to 
use the lower figure of 8.6 per 
cent, saving the university 
from an even higher loss of 
grant money. 

An HEFCE spokesman said 
discussions with the universi¬ 
ty were continuing, but the 
level of recovery had not yet 
been agreed. 

He added that while a hand¬ 
ful of institutions were affect¬ 
ed, it was not a widespread 
problem.

It may be unlucky for some but 
Southborough High School is cel¬ 
ebrating after being named the 
13th most-improved school in the 
country 

According to Government fig¬ 
ures released last week, the Sur¬ 
biton school boosted its GCSE 
pass rate for pupils gaining five 
or more A to C grades, including 
English and maths, by 15 per 
cent. 

The results helped the school 
surpass the 30 per cent failing 
school mark introduced by Gov¬ 
ernment Schools’ Secretary Ed 
Balls last year. 

Headteacher Sunil Chotai said: 
“We have been vindicated by this, 
and we’re really moving away 
from that 30 per cent mark. 

“We thought it was a fantastic 
achievement on our part, and 
all of the signs are very 
positive. 

“We’re not complacent, and 
we’re not going to sit back and 
say it’s a great report, because 
there’s a lot more to do. 

“All the signs recently have 
been indicating that we’re a 
rapidly improving school.” 

Although the school’s GCSE re¬ 
sults have rocketed, its pupil ab¬ 
sence rate of 7.7 per cent — which 
is above the national average - is 
less impressive, a situation Mr 
Chotai said he was “very con¬ 
scious of”. 

He said: “Our target is to get 
below 7 per cent, and those are 
last year’s figures anyway - when 
this year’s come out we will see 
an improvement.” 

The school is a priority for 


renovation in Kingston Council’s 
bid for the Government’s 
Building Schools for the Future 
funding.

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Crime on buses falls 
but violence prevails 


Crime on Kingston buses fell 
sharply last year, but violence still 
accounted for a third of total of¬ 
fences on buses in the borough, ac¬ 
cording to new data from the 
Metropolitan Police. 

The figures, obtained under the 
Freedom of Information Act, 
showed violence against the per¬ 
son accounted for 94 of the 276 bus 
offences recorded in Kingston be¬ 
tween January and November 2008 
- a 22 per cent fall since 2007. 

Overall bus crime fell by 33 per 
cent, faster than the London aver¬ 
age, with robbery, criminal dam¬ 
age and theft all recording 
double-digit reductions. 

Sergeant Stephen Sharrock of

the Kingston Safer Transport 
Team said the number of violent 
crimes was not related to bars and 
clubs in the town centre. 

He said: “We rarely get disorder 
on the late-night buses, as people 
tend to get mini-cabs. Most report¬ 
ed assaults are against staff.” 

Sgt Sharrock said the introduc¬ 
tion of the safer transport team in 
June 2007 - which now has 50 mem¬ 
bers - helped bring crime figures 
down. 

Tony Adams, chairman of the 
Kingston Area Travellers’ Associa¬ 
tion, welcomed the trends, but said 


problems remained. He said: “At 
school chucking-out time buses are 
a no-go area and more needs to be 
done. We need more uniformed 
presence at these times.” 

Edward Davey MP said the fig¬ 
ures deserved two cheers. He said: 
“These figures confirm the success 
of the increased number of police 
on buses now, but there is no room 
for complacency. While crime on 
buses is down across the board, we 
need to understand more about 
how and when any crime, particu¬ 
larly violent crime, is committed.”

NHS Kingston Primary Care Trust 
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‘School places should have been 
allocated where they are needed’ 


Parents in Surbiton are furi¬ 
ous after apparently being 
left out of Kingston Council’s 
plans to introduce more pri¬ 
mary school places in the bor¬ 
ough.

Borough unemployment rising but still below average 


Unemployment in Kingston 
has hit its highest level for 
three-and-a-half years, accord¬ 
ing to figures released last- 
week. 

A wave of redundancies re¬ 
sulted in 304 extra people sign¬ 
ing on to jobseeker’s allowance 
in the autumn, bringing the 
total in the borough up to 1,533 


in December. Kingston’s unem¬ 
ployment rate is still below av¬ 
erage, with 1.4 per cent of 
adults out of work, compared 
with 3.2 per cent across London. 

But the current number of 
job seekers is expected to be 
even higher after a further 143 
redundancies were made at

How did you get this job? 

Through a telephone call. The 
caller was Peter Brears, one of 
England’s foremost food histo¬ 
rians, and this was not my 
first brush with Hampton 
Court. Some months earlier 
I’d been asked to help make a 
few items for the newly refur¬ 
bished Tudor kitchens of 
Hampton Court. 

Mr Brears, who was respon¬ 
sible for all the food work, 
asked if, now they were fin¬ 
ished, he could actually use 
the kitchen to cook in. He said 
he could but not alone, as he’d 
need a gang of Tudors to work 
with him.

Planners say ‘no’ to 
homes on stable site

Officers have rejected a planning 
application to turn stables at ex¬ 
clusive riding school Stag Lodge 
into three large town houses. 

Stag Lodge owner Richard Turn¬ 
er wanted to build three four-bed- 
room town houses after knocking 
down the stables, but planned to 
keep the oldest parts which date 
back to 1790. 

Mr Turner was not available for 
comment, but recently told Horse 
& Hound magazine he did not in¬ 
tend to go through with the devel¬ 
opment regardless of the result. 

“I don’t expect to get consent,” he 
said. “I’m just trying to increase 
the value of my property. 

“We’re about 20 to 30 per cent 
down on takings, and we have to do 
something,” he said. “But the 
horses aren’t going anywhere.” 

Kingston Council officers con¬ 
cluded on Wednesday that the land 
performed an important “recre¬ 
ational, historical and visual func¬ 
tion” and would adversely impact 
flora and fauna in Richmond Park. 

They also told Mr Turner to in¬ 
form the Royal Parks before any 
further planning applications 
were put in to find out how they 
might affect the park. 

A former owner believes there 
were stables on the site as far back 
as 1635, when Charles I created the 
park as exclusive Royal hunting 
territory. 


In recent years two pubs on the 
same stretch of road, the Robin 
Hood Hotel and the Duke of Cam¬ 
bridge, have been knocked down 
for expensive homes. Stag Lodge 
has about 40 horses, from Shetland 
ponies to Irish hunters. 


In 1986 there was a battle to save 
the stables when a previous owner 
said he would develop the site if he 
failed to find a buyer for the asking 
price of £500,000.

Red Cross called in to 
help during power cut

The Red Cross was enlisted to 
help people in Surbiton through a 
power cut last week. 

The charity was drafted in on 
Monday, January 19, by energy 
supplier EDF to offer “practical 
and emotional support” to 80 resi¬ 
dents left without power and hot 
water for 39 hours. 

Residents of Cranes Park and 
King Charles Road in Surbiton 
woke up on Monday morning 
with no power after the cut, 
which started at 5.30am. 

They were in the dark until 
power was finally restored to all 
houses at 8.30pm on Tuesday, Jan¬ 
uary 20. 

In a statement, EDF said engi¬ 
neers discovered a fault with 
underground cabling work and 
apologised for the delay in resolv¬ 
ing the “complex problem”. 

One resident of Cranes Park, 
who did not want to be identified, 
said her family struggled to navi¬ 
gate around their Victorian semi¬ 
detached home by torchlight. 

She said: “My son couldn’t do 
his homework because it was too 
dark and my asthma has flared 
up because of the cold. 

“All we were told was to find a 
friend who we could take the con¬ 
tents of our freezer to so it didn’t 


start rotting. It’s been appalling.” 

The family has been offered £75 
compensation by EDF, but said 
they spent £20 alone on batteries 
to keep their torches going. 

An EDF spokeswoman said: 
“We do understand how difficult 
such a long interruption to sup¬ 


ply has been for customers. 

“We would like to apologise to 
anyone who has been affected for 
the inconvenience caused.”

Council displayed its plans for 
a proposed energy strategy for the 
borough. 

Kate Grimes, chief executive at 
Kingston Hospital, said: “Everyone 
knows how important it is to save en¬ 
ergy and we are determined to ensure 
that we can benefit from the long 
term savings associated with having 
an environmentally-friendly site. 

“The new CHP unit benefits the 
trust by saving us money on our ener¬ 


gy bills and, importantly, benefits the 
environment by reducing CO 2 . 

Shadia Rahman, energy strategy 
development officer at Kingston 
Council, congratulated the hospital 
for its “forward thinking” approach. 

“We know that working together 
and sharing good practice will help 
everyone to make the changes that 
will save energy, money and cut the 
borough’s carbon dioxide emissions,” 
she said.

Homeless shelter to 
take in needy people 


A new night shelter to help 
Kingston’s homeless popu¬ 
lation will open for busi¬ 
ness this weekend. 

The month-long trial of 
the shelter sees churches 
from across Kingston come 
together, along with 
Kingston Churches Action 
on Homelessness (KCAH), 
to offer a safe place to bed 
down every night. 

A rota of seven churches 
has been drawn up and the 
scheme kicks off on Febru¬ 
ary 1. 

Matt Hatton, of KCAH, 
said he was seeing 40 to 50 
new clients a month with 
various housing problems, 
and the shelter was a vital 
addition to services for 
homeless people in the bor¬ 
ough. 

He said: “The nearest 
shelters are in Richmond 
and Leatherhead, but they 
are reluctant to take people 
without a local connection. 

“The YMCA has a tough 
entry criteria, so if you are 
not linked into the benefit 
system it can be difficult to 
get a place. 

“It is especially impor¬ 
tant during the cold weath¬ 
er that we try to help 
people homeless in 
Kingston, within the bor¬ 
ough boundaries.” 


Each night a different 
church will be staffed 
with volunteers and pro¬ 
vide a hot meal, breakfast 
and a bed for up to 10 
homeless people, who will 
be referred to the shelters 
by people who sign up to 
KCAH during the day. 

The first night of the 
scheme takes place at 
Surbiton Hill Methodist 
Church on Sunday, Febru¬ 
ary 1, and the shelter will 
be open from 8.15pm until 
8am. 

Reverend Lesley Charl¬ 
ton, of Kingston United Re¬ 
formed Church in Eden 
Street, which is one of the 
churches involved, said: 
“We have been listening to 
people in Kingston and 
there definitely is a 
need for a service such as 
this. 

“We are all aware how 
freezing this time of year 
can be. 

“While we snuggle up in 
bed people can be on the 
streets struggling to stay 
warm. 

“I am sure it is going to be 
a brilliant project.”

specialists at the trust prompt¬ 
ed many letters from readers, 
glad that the issues had been 
put under the spotlight. 

One letter, from Jane Tirimo 
in Wandsworth, read: “I’m sure 
that this has heartened and 
been valuable for sufferers and 
carers alike, as well as awaken¬ 
ing awareness too.” 

This year, the trust hopes to 
involve the community even 
further with its bid to become a 
foundation trust, which would 
allow it to be run locally, rather 
than by central government. 

It is currently recruiting 
members to help shape its fu¬ 
ture, and has over 5,000 so far.

Gus Van Sant’s new film, Milk, 
marks something of a return 
to the mainstream for the 
maverick director of My Own 
Private Idaho and Good Will 
Hunting. 

His most recent pictures 
have taken an arthouse 
approach with mixed results, 
from the sublime, Palm D’Or- 
winning Elephant, based on 
the Columbine High School 
massacre, to the insipid Last 
Days, that reimagined the 
suicide of Nirvana lead singer 
Kurt Cobain. 

But with Milk, Van Sant is 
back on a less-disorientating 
footing. Thankfully, despite 
dropping the stylistic 
experiments, Van Sant’s 
idiosycrantic touches are still 
discernible, particularly in the 


fusing of documentary 
footage with the film’s recre¬ 
ations of the story of Harvey 
Milk, played full throttle by 
Sean Penn. 

Milk was the first openly gay 
man to be elected to public 
office in America after he was 
voted onto the San Francis¬ 
co’s Board of Supervisors in 
1977 and the film charts his 
rise to prominence and 
his eventual assasination. 

The film was made with the 
co-operation from many of 
Milk’s friends and was filmed 
on location in San Francisco. 

This helps contribute to the 
authenticity of an important 
and thought-provoking picture 
that has been nominated in 
the Best Film category at this 
year’s Oscars.

Along the way, its official 
combined economy figure of 
58.9mpg and 128C02 rating 
should help make some signif¬ 
icant savings. And if that’s 
not enough, the car’s very 
own stop-start mechanism 
shuts down the engine when 
you come to a stop, ensuring 
more fuel stays in the tank 
when you’re not moving. 

In fact, BMW’s whole Effi¬ 
cient Dynamics programme 
has proved to be such a talk¬ 
ing point that it not only 
caught out rival firms but 
various components of the 
system will see service in the 
German company’s more 
expensive cars over time. 

They may be subtle, but the 
changes to the car’s exterior 
do much to keep its appear¬ 


ance fresh. In a clever move, 
some optical illusion tricks 
have been deployed to make 
you think the car is a little 
longer and, especially at the 
back, a little wider.
